with  my  pig  tails  flying  (yea  daughters,  them  wuz  the  days  of  pig  tails,  and 
at  that,  only  eight  years  ago)  and  a  determined  look  on  my  face."

I  REMEMBER  THE  OTHER  YEAR 


there  was  one  camper  who  set  out  to  tell  her  story  of  the  Founder  Camps  to  a 
large  number  of  people,  her  aim  being  to  be  a  good  publicity  agent  for  the 
FOUNDER  fellowship,  and  to  let  the  financial  returns  take  care  of  themselves.
